THE HISTORY OF THE FRENCH 
TRICOLOR. 


The story of a flag is the story of a 
nation, and to tell it thoroughly 
would be to recount the whiole his- 
tory of a people. The red, white and 
blue flag that waves over the French 
armies today has a deep significance 
to. each loyal Gallic .heart, for it 
stands for liberty. 

The tricolor, as everybody wacws 
who has seen it flying from French 
ships that come into our harbor, con- 
sits of three equal bands of color, 
placed ‘Vertically, the hoist or. color 
next the staff being blue, the center 
white and the fly red. This flag came 
into existence in 1789 at the outbreak 
of the revolution. In that fierce con- 
vulsion of the people against the 
wrongs of centuries everything in any 
way pertaining to the monarchy and 
the old aristocracy was cast aside, and 
the white banner powdered with 
golden ueur-de-lis of the Bourbon 
rulers, ‘which stood only for the 
time-worn doctrine of “the divine 
right of kings,” and the power of 
one mento misgovern was cast into 

At first the order of the colors was 
red, white and blue, but it was short- 
ly chiitiged as we see At today, this 
being thought the more » effective ar- 
rangement. The red and blue are 
taken ‘from the arms of. the city of 
Parié,- agd to them Laffiyette’ saded 
a white stripe: the ed¥or of the old 
flag, in memory of the ancient glories 
of France. And ever since then, ex- 
cept for a short period immediately 
after the fall of the great Napoleon, 
when united Europe brought back for 
& time one after another of the ineffi- 
cient heirs of-the house of Bourbon, 
it has waved froin tts ‘staff. Napoleon, 
who as commander of the revolu- 
tionary forces, won his most famous 
battles under its folds, never quite 
disgarded it, though he had entirely

stood, but placed in the center of

~ANTYT-PRIZEFIGHT CAMPAIGN 
MATERIAL. 


In an age where public sentiment 
revolts at unnecessary brutality, ‘the 
killing: of “Young” Huddie at a 
prizefight has started a state-wide 
movement which will unquestionably 
be used as strong campaign material 
to put through the amendment pro- 
hibiting “prizefights in the state. 

The fight took place Wednesday 
evening, as a six-round preliminary 
to the much-advertised Chip-Murray 
event. 

Huddie, who was battling against 
“Knockout” Carroll, managed to last, 
through so-called bravery, until the 
end of the sixth round. During that 
time reports of the fight say that he 
was knocked to the floor with such 
force as to cause concussion of the 
brain. He managed to rise to his feet 
before the referee had counted more 
than seven, only to lose the decision, 
which he lost his life to attain. 

The injured fighter was taken to a 
hospital a few hours after the fight, 
and died at an early hour in the 
morning. His opponent in the ring 
has been arrested and a charge of 
manslaughter placed against him. 

And following that, the details o 
the affair have been flashed to all 
parts of the state, where prophesies 
as to its effect the proposed 
amendment are made.
